Cleveland Clinic Courts opened in September 2007 as the Cleveland Cavaliers $25 million state-of- 
the art player development center. This investment reflected Cavaliers majority owner Dan Gilbert's 
commitment to establish a championship culture for the team and players. Thirteen years later, 
Cleveland Clinic Courts continues to be one of the top player training and development facilities in the NBA. 


Key Features: Two adjacent regulation NBA courts with a total of six hoops; 3,500 square foot 
strength and conditioning training area that overlooks the playing courts; a rehabilitation center 
that features a 2,500-gallon hot and cold tub, a 5,000-gallon underwater treadmill and cryotherapy 
chamber; a large theater-style team meeting room; three spacious locker rooms for Cavaliers 
players, staff and visiting teams. 


Technology: Both practice courts include on-court video monitors with replay feature; wireless internet 
throughout the facility and MP3 outlets in all areas; designated areas for media to view practice and 
work with full broadcast capabilities, interview locations and wireless internet access; state-of-the-art- 
video room and player training technology with real-time video monitoring capabilities to view players 
during workouts; practice and game archives and live video of practice are accessible from all offices, 
conference rooms and training areas throughout the facility for players and coaches.

¢|n 1952, Mintz convinced local disc jockey Alan 
Freed to start playing a few rhythm & blues records 
on his “Moondog Show” on WJW broadcasting. The 
records quickly became a hit with his listeners and 
Freed coined the music “rock n’ roll.” 


¢ On March 21, 1952, Freed put on the first ever 
“rock n’ roll” show in Cleveland and calls it “The 
Moondog Coronation Ball.” The show caused an 
overflow of crowds breaking down the doors and 
storming the arena where a full-scale riot escalated 
and ultimately canceled the show. “Rock n’ Roll” 
makes headlines everywhere! 


¢ Four miles east of downtown Cleveland 

sits University Circle, the most concentrated 
square mile of arts and culture in the country. 
This includes the Cleveland Museum of Art, 
where visitors can view the works of Monet, 
Dali and Picasso...FOR FREE! Guests can also 
check out the Cleveland Orchestra, consistently 
rated one of the top 10 orchestras in the world.

Founder and Chairman, 

Quicken Loans and the Rock Family of Companies 
Chairman, Cleveland Cavaliers 


Dan Gilbert is Founder and Chairman of Rocket Companies, which went public on August 
6, 2020. He is also Founder and Chairman of Quicken Loans, the nation’s largest mortgage 
lender, Founder and Chairman of the Rock Family of Companies, a portfolio of technology 
businesses and real estate investments, and Chairman of the Cleveland Cavaliers. In 
2016, the Cleveland Cavaliers won the NBA championship. The Rock Family of Companies and its more than 100 
affiliated companies across the country employ more than 30,000 team members, including more than 17,000 in 
Detroit's urban core. 

From 2013 through 2018, Detroit-based Quicken Loans closed nearly half a trillion dollars in home loan volume 
across all 50 states, and in 2019, for the tenth consecutive year, earned J.D. Power's highest rating for client 
satisfaction among all U.S. mortgage lenders. 

Dan is also an active investor in fintech, sports-related and consumer direct companies. Dan is a Founder and 
Principal of Detroit Venture Partners (DVP), a venture capital firm that funds startup and early-stage technology 
companies and a Founding Partner of Detroit-based private equity group Rockbridge Growth Equity. 

In February 2016, Dan co-founded Detroit-based Stockx, the world's first ‘stock market of things’, combining the 
visible, liquid, anonymous, and transparent benefits of a stock market with the online consumer secondary market. 

Dan began moving his Family of Companies to Detroit's central business district in 2010 in an effort to help 
lead the transformation of a great American city. In 2011, Dan co-founded Detroit-based Bedrock, a full-service 
real estate firm specializing in acquiring, leasing, financing, and managing commercial and residential space. 
Since its founding, Bedrock and its affiliates have invested and committed more than $5.6 billion to acquiring and 
developing more than 100 properties, including new construction of ground up developments in downtown Detroit 
and Cleveland, totaling more than 18 million square feet.

KOBY ALTMAN 


General Manager 


Koby Altman was named the 11th general manager in Cleveland Cavaliers history 
on July 24, 2017. As the GM, he manages and oversees all aspects of scouting, 
personnel, player acquisitions and transactions, and all team operations. He also 
oversees the Cavaliers’ exclusive NBA G League affiliate, the Canton Charge. With 
community involvement being integral to Altman's focus with the team, he also guides 
the team’s player appearance committee in partnership with the business side of the 
Cavs organization. 

In Altman's first year as general manager in 2017-18, the Cavaliers captured the Central Division crown with a 
50-32 (.610) record and went on to win their fourth straight Eastern Conference Championship. Altman remained 
busy after Cleveland’s NBA Finals run, choosing 2019 All-Rookie Team member and 2020 NBA Rising Star 
selection Collin Sexton with the eighth overall pick in the 2018 NBA Draft and signing both five-time NBA All-Star 
Kevin Love and Northeast Ohio native Larry Nance Jr. to new multi-year contract extensions. 

Prior to the 2019-20 season, Altman acquired first-round draft picks Darius Garland, Dylan Windler and Kevin 
Porter Jr. in the 2019 NBA Draft. Garland went on to become the only rookie to tally at least 700 points, 225 assists 
and 100 three-pointers this past season, while Porter Jr. was the lone rookie to average at least 10.0 points, 3.0 
rebounds and 2.0 assists in less than 24.0 minutes per game. Additionally, Altman obtained two-time NBA All-Star 
and four-time NBA rebound champion Andre Drummond via a midseason trade with the Detroit Pistons and named 
J.B. Bickerstaff as head coach of the Cavaliers in February 2020. Under Bickerstaff, the Cavs posted a 5-6 (.455) 
record, which included consecutive season series sweeps over the Denver Nuggets and San Antonio Spurs. The 
Cavs also recorded three wins against above .500 teams (Miami, Philadelphia and Denver) while averaging 111.4 
points and 26.4 assists (eighth-best in NBA) and holding the fifth-highest field goal percentage in the NBA after the 
All-Star break (.480). 

Most recently, Altman selected arguably the best defender in the 2020 NBA Draft in Isaac Okoro, who was only 
the sixth player in SEC history to be named to an All-Conference team, All-Defensive team and All-Freshman team 
in a single season. Altman also brought in three-time NBA champion JaVale McGee and acquired three second 
round draft picks this offseason. 

Prior to being named GM, Altman had been a part of the Cavaliers’ basketball staff for five years, including being 
promoted to assistant general manager in September 2016. As a member of Cleveland's front office, Altman has 
been an integral part of a team that reached four straight NBA Finals (2015-2018) and won an NBA Championship 
in 2016. 

Altman originally joined the Cavaliers as pro personnel manager in August 2012 and was promoted to director of 
pro player personnel in September 2013. In that role, Altman was tasked with talent evaluation of athletes across all 
levels of basketball, both domestically and abroad. In addition, Altman coordinated the Cavs’ domestic professional 
scouting efforts and assisted in all aspects the teams basketball operations. 

The 38-year-old has extensive experience with the USA Basketball program. In the summer of 2010, he served 
as the Team Manager for USA Basketball’s Under-17 team at the inaugural FIBA Under-17 World Championship 
in Hamburg, Germany. That 17-and-under squad won the first gold medal to ever be awarded for that age group 
and featured three players selected among the top 10 in the 2012 NBA Draft. In 2009, he assisted Team USA's 
19-and-under team in the FIBA Under-19 World Championship in Auckland, New Zealand. That squad also won 
the gold, its first in that age group since 1991. 

Prior to joining the Cavaliers, Altman served as an assistant coach at The Ivy League’s Columbia University for 
two seasons, where he also led Columbia's developmental basketball program. He spent the 2009-10 season at 
Southern Illinois as a graduate assistant after earning his master’s degree in sport management at the University of 
Massachusetts. While earning his degree at UMASS, he coached at nearby Amherst College for two seasons and 
helped guide the team to a 48-11 record. 

Altman, a Brooklyn, New York native, played collegiately at Middlebury College, where he was a three-year 
starter at point guard. Altman is on the National Board of Directors for the Posse Foundation, which identifies, 
recruits and trains individuals with extraordinary leadership potential, providing full-tuition leadership scholarships 
from Posse’s partner colleges and universities. In August 2020, Altman along with Bickerstaff and head coaches 
and front office executives from Cleveland's three major professional sports teams - the Cavaliers, Cleveland 
Browns and Cleveland Indians- formed a sports alliance to develop a sustainable and direct strategy to address 
social injustice facing the city of Cleveland and all Northeast Ohio communities. The alliance also focuses on 
improving the relationship between law enforcement and its citizens, encouraging nonpartisan voting activities and 
increasing the opportunities for quality education for everyone.

MIKE GANSEY 
Assistant General Manager 


Mike Gansey was named the Assistant General Manager for the Cleveland Cavaliers 
in July 2017. In his role, Gansey is responsible for assisting General Manager Koby 
Altman in scouting and personnel decisions. 

He was previously General Manager for the Canton Charge, the Cavaliers’ 
exclusively-owned NBA G League team, where he earned the 2016-17 NBA G League 
Executive of the Year award. Gansey presided over a Charge team that reached the 
playoffs in each of his five seasons with the team. 

Gansey held a leadership role in the Charge’s front office for five seasons (2012-2017), including two seasons as 
the general manager and three as director of G League operations. In addition to his role with the Charge, Gansey 
also served as a scout for the Cavaliers. He had previously spent the 2011-12 season as the Cavaliers’ basketball 
operations seasonal assistant. 

In Gansey's five seasons with Canton, the team had great success on the court. The Charge won a 
franchise-record 31 games twice (2014-15 and 2015-16), reached the postseason in all five seasons (the only NBA 
G League team to do so over that span) and reached the conference finals twice. 

Gansey, 37, is a native of Olmsted Falls and played collegiately at West Virginia, where he led his team to the 
Elite Eight as a junior and helped the Mountaineers reach the Sweet 16 as a senior. He was named a finalist for the 
Oscar Robertson Award, the Wooden Award and the Naismith Trophy and won a gold medal with Team USA in the 
2005 World University Games. Following his college career, he played professionally overseas for three seasons 
and in the NBA G League for two. Gansey resides in Avon with his wife, Amy, three daughters, Reagan, Emerson 
and Harper, and son, Griffin. 
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BERNIE BICKERSTAFF 
Senior Basketball Advisor 


Bernie Bickerstaff is the senior basketball advisor for the Cleveland Cavaliers. He 
transitioned to a front office position after one season as an assistant coach with the 
team during the 2013-14 season. With over 40 years of NBA experience both as a team 
executive and head coach, Bickerstaff bears a wealth of knowledge to the organization. 

Prior to joining the Cavaliers, Bickerstaff was an assistant coach for the Los Angeles 
Lakers (2012-13), Portland Trail Blazers (2010-12) and Chicago Bulls (2008-10), and 
prior to his time in Portland and Chicago, Bickerstaff was tabbed to guide the newly 
founded Charlotte Bobcats as both general manager and head coach in the team’s first 
three seasons (2004-07) before serving as the club's Executive Vice President of Basketball Operations in 2007-08. 

Bickerstaff, the 1986-87 NBA Coach of the Year, owns a 419-518 (.447) NBA head coaching record over 14 
seasons with Seattle, Denver, Washington, Charlotte and the Los Angeles Lakers while ranking 39th on the NBA's 
all-time victories list. Receiving his first NBA head coaching opportunity with the Seattle Supersonics in 1985, 
Bickerstaff led his team to three playoff appearances over five seasons in the Pacific Northwest, one of which 
included a trip to the 1987 Conference Finals. 

Following his time in Seattle, Bickerstaff joined the Denver Nuggets in 1990 as President and General Manager. 
During six-plus seasons in Denver, he was responsible for selecting four-time NBA Defensive Player of the Year 
Dikembe Mutombo in the 1991 NBA Draft while his team made history in the 1994 Playoffs, becoming the first 
eighth-seed to defeat a top seed in the first round. Bickerstaff took on head coaching responsibilities from 1994-96 
but returned to his role solely as General Manager after hiring a coaching replacement 13 games into the 1996-97 
season. 

In 1973, Bickerstaff was hired as an assistant for the Washington Bullets by then coach K. C. Jones and was a 
part of a team that reached three NBA Finals and won a championship in 1978. Bickerstaff was a member of the 
Bullets’ staff for 12 seasons before working as an assistant under Lenny Wilkens in Seattle in 1985. 

Prior to the NBA, Bickerstaff played two seasons each for the Univ. of San Diego and the Univ. of Rio Grande, 
where he was later awarded an honorary doctorate. San Diego also offered him his first coaching opportunity. 
Named an assistant coach for the 1968-69 season, he was elevated to head coach a year later and served in 
that capacity for the next four seasons. In 2010, he was inducted into the John McClendon Minority Athletics 
Administrators Hall of Fame and in 2011, was named a Kappa Legend and Icon in Sports. His hometown of 
Benham, Kentucky even named a street — Bernard Bickerstaff Boulevard — in his honor. 

Over his historic career, Bickerstaff has earned numerous honors and achievements: Horace Mann Award for 
Leadership (1987), Sports Person of the Year by the New York Pro-Am Basketball Association (1987), University of 
San Diego's Hall of Fame (1995), West Coast Conference's inaugural Hall of Honor (2009), Breitbard Hall of Fame 
(2012), University of Rio Grande Athletic Hall of Fame (2014), Chucky Daily Lifetine Achievement Award (2014), 
Kentucky Hall of Fame (2018) and the Cleveland Cavaliers Pioneer Award (2018). 

Bickerstaff, who has also served as a TV and radio analyst with the Wizards, Spurs, Sporting News Radio and 
NBA.com, and his wife, Eugenia, have five children, 14 grandchildren and one great grandchild. Their youngest son, 
John-Blair is the head coach of the Cavaliers. 
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JASON HILLMAN 
Basketball Chief of Staff/Team Counsel 


Jason Hillman was named Basketball Chief of Staff/Team Counsel in July 2017 
after having spent the prior 12 years of his career with the Cavaliers on the business 
side, most recently as Senior Vice President/General Counsel. He is responsible 
for negotiation and execution of player and staff contracts, general administration of 
the team’s basketball operations department, player and staff immigration matters, 
compliance with NBA Rules, and assistance with management of the team’s salary cap, 
trade and free agency strategy and execution. 

Between 2005 and 2017, Hillman had primary responsibility for the organization’s business legal matters, 
including marketing and sponsorship, ticketing, lease compliance, employment, engagement with local governmental 
authorities related to Rocket Mortgage FieldHouse, recruitment, preparation and execution on behalf of the 
organization of the 2016 Republican National Convention, and select basketball operations matters. Hillman was 
a real estate lawyer with Southfield, Michigan based Jaffe, Raitt, Heuer & Weiss, P.C. from 2001-2005. Prior to 
law school and continuing through his days in private practice, Hillman was a sportscaster on television and radio 
in the Detroit area. 

He is a past member of the Board of Trustees of the Cleveland Metropolitan Bar Association, Cleveland-based 
Centers for Families and Children, and University Hospitals’ Partnership for Families, and currently serves on the 
Board of Trustees of the Temple Tifereth-Israel in Beachwood, Ohio. Hillman resides in Solon, Ohio with his wife 
Meredith, and daughters Caitlin, Morgan and Devin. 


ANDRAE PATTERSON 
Senior Director of Basketball Operations 


Andrae Patterson enters his fourth season with the Cleveland Cavaliers after 
originally joining the team as the director of basketball administration in September 
2017. Among his many duties in his current role as Sr. Director of Basketball 
Operations, Patterson works closely with General Manager Koby Altman and the 
front office staff on many basketball and front office matters. This includes personnel 
scouting, player and staff procurement, staff management, interdepartmental projects 
and being the liaison between the front office, the players and coaches. He also works 
with the Cavs’ community relations team on player program matters and community relations projects. 

Prior to joining the Cavs, Patterson was the player personnel/player programs coordinator for the Utah Jazz over 
two seasons (2015-2017). Before his stint with the Jazz, he served as an assistant coach for the NBA G League's 
Idaho Stampede during the 2014-15 season. Patterson also spent two seasons as an assistant coach at the 
University of Texas at Arlington after two years as the school’s director of basketball operations/video coordinator 
and one as a student assistant. 

Patterson enjoyed a successful professional playing career that began when he was selected by the Minnesota 
Timberwolves with the 46th overall pick of the 1998 NBA Draft, where he played from 1998-2000. Following his NBA 
career, he played nine seasons internationally. 

As a collegian, the Abilene, Texas, native played for Hall of Fame coach Bob Knight for four seasons at Indiana 
University (1994-98), where he was an All-American and four-time All-Big Ten selection and led the Hoosiers to four 
NCAA Tournament appearances while earning a bachelor’s degree in criminal justice. 

Patterson and his wife, Kiana, have three daughters. 
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JON NICHOLS 


Senior Director, Analytics/Personnel 


Jon Nichols was promoted to Senior Director of Analytics/Personnel for the 
Cleveland Cavaliers in July 2017. In addition to leading the organization’s analytics 
efforts, he assists with roster management, contract and free agency negotiations, 
long-term operational planning and the application of the collective bargaining 
agreement in the roster’s development. 

Nichols originally joined the Cavs as Director of Analytics in September 2013. 
Prior to coming to Cleveland, Nichols was the Manager of Basketball Analytics for the 
Milwaukee Bucks from 2010-2013 where he also provided statistical research to the 
coaches and front office. 


A native of Miami, Florida, Nichols graduated from the University of Michigan, earning his B.A. in Sports 
Management. He also attended Harvard University, earning a Master of Liberal Arts in Information Technology. He 
currently lives in Avon Lake, Ohio with his wife, Molly. 


BRANDON WEEMS 


Director of Scouting 


Brandon Weems was promoted to Director of Scouting for the Cleveland Cavaliers 
in July 2017. In his role, he oversees the Cavs amateur scouting efforts. In addition to 
his own college scouting duties, Weems has also added international scouting to his 
responsibilities as well as pro player personnel. He originally joined the organization 
as a scout in 2015. 

Weems previously served two seasons at NCAA Div. | Oakland University in 
Michigan Oakland University as an assistant men’s basketball coach from 2013-2015 


when he primarily worked with guards and handled scouting responsibilities. 

Prior to Oakland, Weems was a staff assistant at Drexel in 2012-13. Before that, Weems spent three seasons at 
Kentucky on John Calipari’s staff and was part of the 2012 NCAA National Championship. 

As a Collegiate player, Weems was a four-year letter winner at Walsh University from 2004-08. He garnered 
All-American honors in 2008 and led the Cavaliers to a NAIA National Championship in 2005. Weems was named 
MOC/AMC Player of the Year during his senior season. He tallied 1,160 points and 649 assists and left ranking in 
the top five in Walsh's record book. 

Weems is a native of Akron, Ohio and played his high school basketball at St. Vincent-St. Mary. 
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BRENDON YU 
Director of G League Operations 


Brendon Yu enters his seventh season with the Cleveland Cavaliers and Canton 
Charge and fourth as Director of G League Operations after previously serving as 
Basketball Operations, Special Projects. In his position, he works closely with Cavaliers 
General Manager Koby Altman, Assistant General Manager Mike Gansey, and Canton 
Charge Head Coach Nate Reinking in all basketball operations and player personnel 
matters for the Charge. In 2019-20 before the season's cancellation due to COVID-19, 
the Canton Charge were enjoying one of their most successful seasons in franchise 
history. Canton finished 29-14 to clinch a playoff berth, good for the team’s best-ever winning percentage, and had 
a franchise record seven different players receiving NBA Call-Ups throughout the season. 

In his previous role, Yu learned from and worked alongside Gansey to maintain the success that the Canton 
Charge have had in the NBA G League. The Charge went 29-21 in 2016-17, extending the longest postseason 
streak in the league with a sixth consecutive playoff berth. With the team’s collective success came NBA contracts 
for Charge players Quinn Cook, Eric Moreland and John Holland. Yu also helped facilitate the development of 
former Cavaliers guard Kay Felder, who in 11 games with the Charge on assignment averaged 29.9 points, 6.0 
assists and 3.4 rebounds. In addition, Yu served as a Basketball Operations, Seasonal Assistant for the Cavaliers 
during his first season with the organization in 2014-15. 

Yu, 29, is originally from Indianapolis, where he had the opportunity to work for Indiana High School Basketball 
Hall of Fame Coach Jack Keefer at Lawrence North High School. Yu then attended Indiana University where he 
majored in Finance while working as a student manager under Coach Tom Crean and the Hoosier staff. He was at 
Indiana from 2010-2014 and was a part of a Big Ten Championship, two Sweet Sixteen appearances, and worked 
closely with future NBA players such as Victor Oladipo, Cody Zeller, Noah Vonleh and Yogi Ferrell. 


DAVID HENDERSON 
Director of East Coast Scouting 


David Henderson was promoted director of East Coast scouting for the Cleveland 
Cavaliers in September 2010, where he is responsible for evaluating collegiate, minor 
league and professional players. Henderson originally joined the Cavs in 2006-07 as a 
full-time college scout. 

Prior to joining the Cavaliers, he spent one year with the Atlantic Coast Conference 
Office developing a program that would expose more student/athletes to jobs in athletic 
administration. From 1996-99, he was an assistant coach at Duke University under 
Coach Mike Krzyzewski. After his time at Duke, Henderson was the head coach at the University of Delaware from 
2000-06. 

Henderson started his pro career in the Continental Basketball Association with the Albany Patroons. Henderson 
then signed with the Philadelphia 76ers and played 22 games in the 1987-88 NBA season. The Drewry, North 
Carolina native played two seasons in Dijon, France in 1988-89. Afterwards he moved to Israel where he had 
successful seasons with Hapoel Tel Aviv, Hapoel Holon, Maccabi Rishon LeZion and Maccabi Ramat Gan. He 
retired from playing in 1996. 

Henderson graduated from Duke with a degree in economics. He and his wife Carla have two daughters, Lia 
and McKinley. 
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PRIMOZ BREZEC 
International Scout 


Primoz Brezec was hired as an International Scout for the Cleveland Cavaliers in 
September 2017. In his role, Brezec contributes to Cleveland's international scouting 
activities and assists General Manager Koby Altman. 
Prior to his current role for the Cavaliers, Brezec played in the NBA for eight 
seasons, appearing in 342 total games with Indiana, Charlotte, Detroit, Toronto, 
Philadelphia and Milwaukee with averages of 7.2 points and 3.9 rebounds in 18.1 
minutes per contest. He was selected as the 27th overall pick in the 2000 NBA Draft 
by the Indiana Pacers. Following his NBA career, Brezec spent seven seasons playing professional basketball 
overseas in Europe before retiring in 2017. 

Brezec was also a member of the senior Slovenian national basketball team, competing at the 2003 FIBA 
European Championship, the 2005 FIBA European Championship, the 2006 FIBA World Championship and the 
2010 FIBA World Championship. He is a two-time Slovenian League champion (1999, 2001), three-time Slovenian 
Cup winner (1999-2001), two-time Slovenian All-Star (1999, 2001) and Cypriot League champion (2015).

J.B. Bickerstaff was named head coach of the Cleveland Cavaliers on February 19, 
2020, thus becoming the 23rd head coach in franchise history. Under Bickerstaff, the 
Cavs posted a 5-6 (.455) record, which included consecutive season series sweeps 
over the Denver Nuggets and San Antonio Spurs. In addition, the Cavs recorded three 
‘ wins against above .500 teams (Miami, Philadelphia and Denver) and averaged 111.4 

points and 26.4 assists (eighth-best in NBA). The Wine & Gold also had the fifth-highest 
field goal percentage in the NBA after the All-Star break (.480). 
Bickerstaff originally joined the Cavaliers as the team’s associate head coach prior 
to the 2019-20 season. Before coming to Cleveland, he was the Memphis Grizzlies head coach for the 2018-19 
season, following serving as the interim head coach for the final 63 games of the 2017-18 Grizzlies campaign. 
In 2018-19, Bickerstaff helped Memphis record the third-best scoring defense in the NBA, holding opponents to 
106.1 points per game. The Grizzlies also held an NBA-high 10 opponents under 90 points that season and went 
undefeated in those games. Memphis limited 17 opponents to under 40 percent shooting, which was tied with Utah 
for the second-most in the NBA in 2018-19. 

Prior to his stint with Memphis, Bickerstaff spent five seasons (2011-16) with the Houston Rockets, where he 
was elevated to interim head coach early in the 2015-16 season and guided the Rockets to a 37-34 finish to close 
the season with a postseason berth. 

Bickerstaff's additional experience as an assistant coach includes four seasons (2007-11) with the Minnesota 
Timberwolves and three seasons (2004-07) with the Charlotte Bobcats under his father and current Cavaliers 
Senior Basketball Advisor, Bernie Bickerstaff. The youngest assistant coach in the NBA at age 24 when he began 
with the Bobcats in 2004-05, Bickerstaff followed in the footsteps of his father, who was the youngest assistant 
coach when he joined the NBA at 29 years old in 1973. 

Prior to his time on the NBA sidelines, Bickerstaff served as director of operations for the University of 
Minnesota's men’s basketball program, overseeing all administrative areas of the program and assisting the 
coaching staff with recruiting, scouting and coaching. Bickerstaff played two seasons (1999-2001) with the Golden 
Gophers to complete his collegiate career after playing his first two years at Oregon State University, where he was 
the youngest Division | player as a 17-year-old freshman. 

Bickerstaff and his wife Nikki have three children: Blair, Blakely and Blade.

Draft, and enjoyed a six-year NBA career with Phoenix, Cleveland, Miami, Toronto and Philadelphia. He also 
played professionally in the American Basketball Association (ABA), Continental Basketball Association (CBA), 
International Basketball League (IBL) as well as time overseas in the Philippines and Japan. Lang is fluent in 
Japanese. 

He and his wife, Lekeshia, have two sons - Alan, who plays collegiate basketball at Bossier Parish Community 
College, and Antonio Jr., who played at the University of South Florida. 


GREG BUCKNER 
Assistant Coach 


Greg Buckner enters his first season as an assistant coach with the Cleveland 
Cavaliers after joining the team in September 2020. Prior to coming to Cleveland, 
Buckner was an assistant coach for the Memphis Grizzlies from 2017-19, where he 
worked on the sidelines with Cavs Head Coach J.B. Bickerstaff. He also served 
alongside Bickerstaff for two seasons as an assistant coach with the Houston Rockets 
(2014-16) following three seasons as a player development coach with the team 
(2011-14). 

Selected by the Dallas Mavericks in the second round (53rd overall) of the 1998 
NBA Draft, Buckner appeared in 570 career games (117 starts) and averaged 5.0 points, 2.8 rebounds and 1.3 
assists with the Mavericks, Philadelphia 76ers, Denver Nuggets, Minnesota Timberwolves and Grizzlies. Regarded 
as an outstanding defensive player, Buckner helped his teams reach the postseason in six of his 10 NBA seasons. 
His playing career also included a stint with the Grand Rapids Hoops (1998-99) of the Continental Basketball 
Association. 

As a collegian at Clemson University, Buckner became the first Tiger to ever lead his team in scoring in four 
straight years (1994-98) and guided the program to three NCAA Tournament bids. The Hopkinsville, Kentucky 
native started all 122 games of his career without missing a single contest, setting the school record for consecutive 
starts. Inducted into the Clemson Athletic Hall of Fame in 2005, Buckner remains the lone Tiger to ever win the ACC 
Rookie of the Year Award (1994-95). 
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DAN GERIOT 
Assistant Coach 


Dan Geriot was promoted to Assistant Coach in August 2019 after spending the 
2018-19 season as Assistant Coach/Player Development for the Cleveland Cavaliers. 
In his current role, Geriot is responsible for assisting and reporting directly to Cavaliers 
Head Coach J.B. Bickerstaff. Other responsibilities include scouting upcoming 
opponents and presenting game plans, as well as the individual development for the 
frontcourt players. 

Geriot was previously an assistant video coordinator/coaching assistant with the 
Cavs from 2016-18. He was a seasonal video coordinator with the team for the 2015-16 
championship season. Prior to joining the Cavs, Geriot was with Campbell University as an assistant coach from 
2013-15 and was with Princeton University as an assistant coach from 2011-13.

LINDSAY GOTTLIEB 
Assistant Coach 


Lindsay Gottlieb enters her second season with the Cleveland Cavaliers after being 
hired as an assistant coach in June 2019. Prior to her arrival, Gottlieb served eight 
years as the University of California, Berkeley women’s basketball head coach, where 
she led the Golden Bears to a combined 179-89 (.668) record (86-58, .597 in Pac-12) 
since taking over the helm in 2011-12. Her 179 wins are the second-most by any head 
coach in Cal women’s basketball history. 

During her tenure at Cal, Gottlieb led the Golden Bears to seven overall NCAA 
tournament appearances (2012, 2013, 2014, 2015, 2017, 2018, 2019), including the 
program’s first-ever Elite Eight and Final Four appearances in 2013 — becoming just the seventh NCAA women's 
coach since 1990 to reach the Final Four within the first two seasons leading a program. That same year, she was 
named Pac-12 Coach of the Year by media and was a Naismith National Coach of the Year Finalist, while also 
guiding the Golden Bears to their first Pac-12 Regular-Season Championship. Gottlieb coached five Cal players to 
10 total All-America seasons and saw six of her players become WNBA Draft selections during her time as head 
coach. 

Gottlieb holds 11 overall years of Division | head coaching experience, posting a 235-128 (.647) overall record 
with Cal and UC Santa Barbara (2008-2011), where she led the Gauchos to two Big West Championships (2009, 
2011) and was named Big West Coach of the Year in 2009. 

Prior to her experience as a head coach, Gottlieb additionally held numerous assistant coaching positions 
with Syracuse (1999-2001), New Hampshire (2001-02), Richmond (2002-05) and Cal (2005-07), while also being 
promoted to associate head coach at Cal in 2007-08. The Scarsdale, N.Y., native played collegiately at Brown 
University, where she graduated in 1999 with a Bachelor of Arts in political science. During her senior year, she was 
both a player and student assistant coach, and received the Team Heart and Soul Award in 1999. While coaching 
at Syracuse, she earned her Master's degree in philosophy of education. 

Gottlieb and her husband, Patrick, have one son, Jordan.

J.J. Outlaw enters his second year as assistant coach/player development with the 
Cleveland Cavaliers.

Outlaw spent his first two years with the Grizzlies as a player development coach

Dr. Kovacs earned his undergraduate and graduate degrees in exercise science and exercise physiology at 
Auburn University, where he was an All-American and NCAA doubles champion in tennis. He obtained his doctorate 
in exercise physiology from the University of Alabama and also played tennis professionally. Prior to his time with 
the Kovacs Institute, he directed the sport science, strength & conditioning and coaching education departments for 
the United States Tennis Association (USTA), was the director of the Gatorade Sport Science Institute and was an 
executive of long-term research and innovation with PepsiCo.

Season in Review 


Larry Nance Jr. averaged a career-best 10.1 
points, 7.3 rebounds, 2.2 assists and 1.0 
steal in 26.3 minutes per contest in 2019-20. 


Cavaliers Key Dates In The 2019-20 Season 


October 23 - The Cleveland Cavaliers opened the 2019-20 
season in Orlando. Larry Nance Jr. scored his 2,000th career 
point in the game and finished the night with 14 rebounds. Kevin 
Love added 18 boards to go with his 11 points. 


October 26 - The Cavaliers won their 50th home opener 110-99 
over the Indiana Pacers. Tristan Thompson became the seventh 
player in Cavaliers history to reach 400 blocks for his career. He 
also became just the fourth Cavalier with at least 400 blocks and 
4,000 rebounds (LeBron James, Zydrunas Ilgauskas, Hot Rod 
Williams). 


Cedi Osman and the Cavaliers agreed to a new multi-year 
contract extension. 


October 30 - Cleveland improved to 2-0 at home with a 117-111 
win over Chicago. Love recorded 16 rebounds in the first half, 
tying a franchise record for rebounds in any half. He finished the 
night with 20 rebounds, the most he has recorded in a regular 
season game as a Cavalier. Love’s 67 rebounds through four 
games passed Anderson Varejao (60 in 2012-13) for the most 
rebounds through the first four games of a season in franchise 
history. 


The Cavaliers exercised their third-year team option on guard 
Collin Sexton. 


November 1 - Kevin Love had recorded a double-double in each 
of Cleveland’s five games, tying the Cavaliers record for most 
double-doubles to start the season (Brad Daugherty in ’91-92 & 
Mark Price in ’88-89). 


Love had 86 points, 84 rebounds and 24 assists to this point in 
the season. Wilt Chamberlain (1966) is the only other player to hit 
all three marks in his team’s first 5 games of the season. 


Earlier that day, General Manager Koby Altman signed a 
long-term contract extension. 


November 10 - Cleveland notched two consecutive wire-to-wire 
victories in a 21-point win over the New York Knicks (108-87). 
The last time the Cavs had posted consecutive wire-to-wire 
victories was back in December 2008 (12/6/08-12/9/08). 


Collin Sexton tallied a then career-high 31 points and zero 
turnovers in 30 minutes, becoming the youngest NBA player ever 
to score 30+ points without recording a turnover at Madison 
Square Garden. Sexton (20y, 310d) was also the 2nd player in 
Cavs history age 20 or younger to score 30+ points and record 
zero turnovers in any game (LeBron James-19y/36d, 32 PTS and 
0 TOs on 2/4/04 vs. LAL). Kevin Love passed Bingo Smith (3,057 
REB) for sole possession of the 10th-most rebounds in Cavaliers 
history. 


November 12 - Through 10 games, Tristan Thompson had 
totaled 165 points, 114 rebounds, 23 assists and 14 blocks, 
becoming one of two players in Cavaliers history to record at least 
150 points, 100 rebounds, 20 assists and 10 blocks through the 
first 10 games (Brad Daugherty in 91-92’ - 221 PTS, 103 REB, 
38 AST, 21 BLK). 


November 14 - The Cavaliers recorded a season-high 14 steals 
against Miami. With his eight defensive rebounds in the game, 
Kevin Love passed Larry Nance Sr. (2,494 DREB) for the 
8th-most defensive rebounds in Cavs history. 


November 17 - Playing Philadelphia, Tristan Thompson reached 
the 3,000-mark for defensive rebounds in his career, joining 
LeBron James (5,156), Brad Daugherty (4,020), Zydrunas 
Ilgauskas (3,568) and John “Hot Rod” Williams (3,049) as the 
only Cavs with 3,000+ defensive rebounds. 


November 23 - Cedi Osman grabbed a career-high-tying 12 
rebounds in a 110-104 win over the Portland Trail Blazers. 


November 27 - Versus Orlando, Collin Sexton played in his 
100th career game. 


November 29 - Tristan Thompson secured his 5,000th career 
rebound in a contest against Milwaukee, joining LeBron James 
(6,190 REB), Zydrunas Ilgauskas (5,904 REB) and Brad 
Daugherty (5,227 REB) as the only Cavaliers to accomplish that 
feat. 


Cleveland knocked down 10 three-pointers in the third quarter, 
just one three-pointer away from matching the franchise record. 


December 6 — With Tristan Thompson's six defensive rebounds 
versus Orlando, he passed Hot Rod Williams (3,049 DREB) for 
4th place in franchise history. Thompson also played in his 582nd 
game of his career, tying Mark Price (582 games) for 8th on the 
Cavaliers all-time games played list. 


December 11 - Kevin Porter Jr. scored 24 points and knocked 
down and a career-high six three-pointers against Houston, which 
was tied for the most by a rookie in franchise history. 


Against the Rockets, the Cavs went on a 24-0 run (1:12 mark of 
3rd Q to 8:19 of 4th Q), their longest run in a game since Dec. 6, 
2009 when they went on a 29-0 run at Milwaukee. (Elias Sports 
Bureau) 


December 12 - The Cavs overcame a five-point deficit (103-98) 
with 20.1 seconds remaining in regulation during a 117-109 win 
at San Antonio. Kevin Love (30 PTS), Collin Sexton (28 PTS) and 
Jordan Clarkson (25 PTS) led the way and became the first Cavs 
trio to score 25+ points apiece since February 8, 2017 (Kyle 
Korver-29, Kyrie Irving-29, LeBron James-25). (Elias Sports 
Bureau) 


December 20 - The Wine & Gold had a season-high 10 blocks in 
a 114-107 victory over Memphis, their most in a game since Feb.

January 4 - Collin Sexton finished with 30 points, five rebounds 
and zero turnovers in 36 minutes against Oklahoma City. Sexton 
reached 2,000 points for his career, becoming just the 3rd 
Cavalier in franchise history to reach that mark at age 21 or 
younger (LeBron James-7,067, Kyrie Irving-3,623). 


Sexton also became the first player in NBA history to record 30+ 
points, 5+ rebounds and zero turnovers on his birthday at age 21 
or younger (Elias Sports Bureau). He is also just the second 
player in NBA history to score 30+ points on his birthday at age 
21 or younger (Andrew Wiggins scored 30 points on February 23, 
2015 at Houston on his 20th birthday).

January 5 - Against Minnesota, Dante Exum led the Cavaliers 
with a career-high 28 points on 11-13 (.846) shooting, including a 
perfect 4-4 (1.000) from beyond the arc. 


Exum scored 24 of his 28 points in the second half, going a 
perfect 9-9 from the field (4-4 3FG) over the final two periods. His 
24 second-half points were the most he has recorded in any half 
of his NBA career, the most points in any half by a Cavs player 
this season and most in a half since LeBron James scored 35 in 
the second half at Philadelphia on April 6, 2018. In addition, Exum 
was the first Cavs player to make at least nine field goals without 
missing a shot in a single half since March 2013 (Marreese 
Speights, 10-10 FG vs. NYK on March 4, 2013).

January 9 - In a Cavs 115-112 overtime win over the Pistons, 
Cleveland scored a season-high 70 points in the paint, their most 
since 1997-98 when play by play was first kept league wide. 


Tristan Thompson had a career-high 35 points on 15-20 (.750) 
shooting, a team-high 14 rebounds, three assists, one steal and 
a team-high three blocks in 45 minutes. Thompson became the 
first player in Cavaliers history to tally at least 35 points, 14 
rebounds, three blocks and a .750 FG%. 


January 14 - Playing the L.A. Clippers at Staples Center, Darius 
Garland became the 4th player in Cavs history with multiple 
threes in at least 10 straight games (JR Smith-12 in 2015-16, 
Wesley Person-11 in 1997-98, and Kyle Korver-11 in 2016-17 
and 2017-18) and the first Cavs rookie ever to do so. 


January 20 - With Kevin Love's fourth and final three-pointer 
against New York, Love (724 3FGM) passed Kyrie Irving (723 
3FGM) for 3rd place on the franchise's all-time three-pointers list. 


January 28 - Versus New Orleans, Larry Nance Jr. became just 
the third Cavs player ever to record 17+ points, 11+ rebounds and 
7+ assists off the bench, joining Hot Rod Williams (18 points, 11 
rebounds and seven assists on Nov. 24, 1987 at Philadelphia) 
and Foots Walker (18 points, 12 rebounds and 11 assists on Feb.

February 12 - In a 127-105 victory over Atlanta, Tristan 
Thompson became the first Cavs bench player with at least 27 
points and 11 rebounds in a game since Melvin Turpin (32 PTS, 
13 REB) versus New York on March 11, 1986. 


February 19 - John Beilein resigned from his position as head 
coach of the Cavaliers. 


February 21 - In their 113-108 victory at Washington, the Cavs 
overcame a 16-point deficit. Cleveland trailed 50-34 with 9:09 left 
in the second quarter and outscored the Wizards 79-58 the rest 
of the way. 


February 22 - With his second made three-pointer at Miami, 
Darius Garland (100 3FGM) joined Collin Sexton (119 3FGM in 
2018-19) as the only players in Cavaliers history to knock down 
100+ triples in their rookie season. 


February 24 - In a 125-119 overtime win over Miami, Cleveland 
stormed back from a 22-point deficit (97-75) with 1:28 remaining 
in the third quarter. That was their biggest come-from-behind win 
since Nov. 13, 2017 (23 points at New York). The Cavs also 
trailed by 19 points entering the fourth quarter (99-80) versus

Kevin Porter Jr. finished with a career-high 30 points in a 
career-high 41 minutes off the bench.

BICKERSTAFF IN CHARGE: J.B. Bickerstaff was named the 23rd head coach in franchise history on Feb. 19. After taking over the 
helm, Bickerstaff led the Cavs to a 5-6 (.455) record, which included consecutive season series sweeps over the Denver Nuggets and 
San Antonio Spurs. In addition, the Cavs recorded three wins against above .500 teams (Miami, Philadelphia and Denver) and 
averaged 111.4 points and 26.4 assists (eighth-best in NBA).

IT’S BEEN 4 YEARS: On Nov. 20, Cleveland had five players with at least two steals against Miami (CEDI OSMAN-3, ALFONZO 
MCKINNIE-3, LARRY NANCE JR.-2, COLLIN SEXTON-2 and KEVIN PORTER JR.-2), the most Cavaliers with multiple steals in a 
single game in nearly four years (five players on December 29, 2015 at Denver - LeBron James, JR Smith, Kevin Love, Iman 
Shumpert and Matthew Dellavedova). 


BACK-TO-BACK WIRE-TO-WIRE VICTORIES: Cleveland's defense helped them pick up consecutive wire-to-wire road wins over 

the Washington Wizards (113-100 on Nov. 8) and New York Knicks (108-87 on Nov. 10). The last time the Cavs posted consecutive 

wire-to-wire victories was back in December 2008 (12/6/08-12/9/08). In the win at MSG, Cleveland's defense held the Knicks to .360

A Miracle 


The first playoff series in franchise history was 

a matchup against the Washington Bullets in 
1976. The seven-game series was highlighted 

by three last-second game-winning shots by the 
Cavaliers, who went on to win 4-3 in the series 
that became known as the “Miracle of Richfield.” 


To The Eastern Conference Finals 


The Cavaliers advanced to their first Conference 
Finals since 1976 after defeating the Boston 
Celtics 4-3 in the 1992 NBA Playoffs. In Game 7 of 
their semifinals win, six players scored in double 
figures for the Cavs, who shot .590 from the field 
and finished with a franchise postseason-record 
42 assists on 49 baskets. 


What a Show 


In Game 5 of the 2007 Eastern Conference Finals, 
one of the greatest playoff performances in NBA 
history was on display. In the last 16 minutes of 

a double-overtime 109-107 win, LeBron James 
scored 29 of Cleveland’s 30 points, including the 
team’s final 25 points. The Cavs would go on to 
close out the series in Game 4 in Cleveland and 
advance to their first-ever NBA Finals. 


Finals in The Land 


The Cavaliers played their first NBA Finals game 
in Cleveland on June 12, 2007 when they faced 
off against the San Antonio Spurs. This would be 
the first of five NBA Finals appearances for the 
Cavaliers.

Trailing 3-1 in the 2016 NBA Finals, the Cavs 
avoided elimination by defeating the Golden 
State Warriors, 112-97, in Game 5. Kyrie Irving 
(41 pts, 17-24 FG, 5-7 3FG, 6 asts) and LeBron 
James [41 pts, 16-30 FG, 4-8 3FG, 16 rebs, 7 asts, 
3 stls, 3 blks} came up huge as they became 

the first teammates in NBA Finals history to 
score 40 points apiece. The win was an historical 
moment for Cleveland, who ended up winning the 
next two games en route to their first-ever NBA 
championship.

Tyronn Lue 27-14 

The Cavaliers won their first NBA championship, defeating the Golden State Warriors (4-3) and becoming the first team in NBA history to overcome a 3-1 
Finals deficit...Cleveland owned the Eastern Conference's best regular season (57-25) and home record (33-8), and made a franchise-best 880 three- 
pointers...Tyronn Lue, who led the Cavs to a 10-0 start in the 2016 Playoffs, became the third coach to win an NBA title after taking over a team midseason 
(Pat Riley, Paul Westhead), as well as the fourth-youngest coach to win a championship... LeBron James was named Finals MVP after becoming the only 
player to ever lead a playoff series in points, rebounds, assists, steals and blocks...Kyrie Irving (27.1) and James (29.7) were the first set of teammates since 
1963 to average over 27.0 points in the Finals...In 2015-16, James was an All-NBA First Team selection, NBA All-Star starter, Kia NBA Eastern Conference 
Player of the Month three times, Player of the Week five times, and set the league record with his 12th consecutive season averaging at least 25.0 points... 
Kevin Love registered a team-high 35 double-doubles for Cleveland, who allowed the fourth-lowest scoring average in the league at 98.3 points... Tristan 
Thompson increased his franchise record games played streak to 370, while J.R. Smith set the team’s single season record with 204 three-pointers.

Final Record: 51-31 Finished: 1st Place in Division Head Coach: Tyronn Lue 

The Cavaliers captured the Central Division title for the third straight year after finishing 2016-17 with a 51-31 record, including a 31-10 mark at Quicken Loans 
Arena (2nd in NBA)...the No. 2 seed in the East, Cleveland went 12-1 over the first three rounds of the playoffs on its way to a third straight Eastern Conference 
Championship and NBA Finals appearance, falling 4-1 to Golden State...the Cavs averaged a franchise-record 116.2 points and made an NBA-record 14.2 
three-pointers per game in the postseason...among his playoff milestones, LeBron James passed Michael Jordan (5,987 pts) as the NBA’s all-time playoff 
scoring leader and became the first player in league history to average a triple-double in the Finals...during the regular season, Cleveland averaged 110.3 
points per game (1st in East, 4th in NBA) and set franchise records in three-pointers made (1,067 3FG, 2nd in NBA) and three-pointers made per game (13.0, 
2nd in NBA)...LeBron James (26.4) and Kyrie Irving (25.2) became the first Cavs duo to ever average 25.0 points each for an entire season...the Cavs were 
the only team to have three players rank in the top 20 in rebounds per game (Kevin Love-8th, Tristan Thompson-15th, LeBron James-17th).

The Cavaliers put together a 50-32 record in the 2017-18 regular season, capturing their fourth straight division title after averaging 110.9 points per game 
(2nd-highest in franchise history, 5th-most in NBA) while also ranking in the NBA's top 10 in FG% (.476-5th), 3FG% (.372-6th) and FT% (.779-10th). The No. 
4 seed in the East, Cleveland earned its fourth straight Eastern Conference Championship and became one of just five franchises in NBA history to reach four 
straight NBA Finals, falling to Golden State, 4-0. In the playoffs, LeBron James averaged 34.0 points on .539 shooting, 9.1 rebounds, 9.0 assists, 1.36 steals 
and 1.05 blocks in 41.9 minutes while also posting an NBA Playoff-record tying eight 40-point contests. During the regular season, the 2018 NBA All-Star 
Game MVP extended his double figure scoring streak to 873 consecutive regular season games (longest in NBA history) and became the youngest player to 
reach 31,000 career points. Kevin Love recorded 31 double-doubles (tied-15th in NBA) and averaged 9.3 rebounds (12th in NBA), while Cleveland's reserves 
averaged a franchise-record 41.2 points (7th in NBA). The Cavs tied the longest win streak in franchise history with 13 consecutive victories from Nov. 11-Dec. 
6, including a franchise-record tying seven straight road wins from Nov. 11-Dec. 4.

Cleveland suited up a franchise-record 27 different players during the 2018-19 season, which was just shy of the NBA record held by the Memphis Grizzlies 
(28 players in 2018-19 and 2015-16). The Cavs also had an NBA-high 32 different starting lineups. Larry Drew took over the helm after the Cavaliers released 
Head Coach Tyronn Lue on Oct. 28. Collin Sexton earned All-Rookie Second Team honors after playing in all 82 contests and ranking in the Top 5 among 
rookies in double-digit scoring games (73), FT% (1st, .839), games played (tied-1st, 82), 3FG% (2nd, .402), MPG (2nd, 31.8), PPG (3rd, 16.7), FG% (4th, 
.430) and APG (5th, 3.0). He also became just the third rookie in league history to average at least 16.0 PPG, while shooting .400 from beyond the arc and 
.800 from the free throw line (Larry Bird in 1979-80 and Stephen Curry in 2009-10). Jordan Clarkson scored in double figures 72 times, which ended up being 
the most among all NBA bench players in 2018-19. His 1,364 points was also the highest among reserves in franchise history, surpassing Campy Russell 
(1,210 PTS in 1975-76). The Cavs’ bench set a franchise-record with 42.6 points per game.

J.B. Bickerstaff took over duties as head coach on Feb. 19. After taking over the helm, Bickerstaff led the Cavs to a 5-6 (.455) record, as the team averaged 
111.4 points and 26.4 assists (eighth-best in NBA) over that span. The Wine & Gold also had the 5th-highest field goal percentage in the NBA after the All-Star 
break (.480). Collin Sexton, who finished to season averaging a team-high 20.8 points, joined LeBron James and Kyrie Irving as the only players in franchise 
history to average at least 20.0 points before the age of 22. His stellar play earned him a spot on the U.S. Team during the 2020 NBA Rising Stars event at 
All-Star Weekend in Chicago, which tallied 21 points (9-14 FG, 3-6 3FG) and five rebounds. Darius Garland was the only NBA rookie in 2019-20 with at least 
700 points, 225 assists and 100 three-pointers, while Kevin Porter Jr. was the lone rookie averaging at least 10.0 points, 3.0 rebounds and 2.0 assists in under 
24.0 minutes in 2019-20. Veterans Kevin Love (17.6 PPG, 9.8 RPG) and Tristan Thompson (12.0 PPG, 10.1 RPG) both had strong seasons in 2019-20. On 
Feb. 6, the Cavaliers acquired two-time NBA All-Star Andre Drummond, who went on to average a career-high 17.7 points, an NBA-leading 15.2 rebounds, 
a career-high 1.91 steals and 1.63 blocks in 33.0 minutes per game.

Long before Nate Thurmond had 
arrived to the Cleveland Cavaliers on 
Nov. 27, 1975 and led the five-year old 
franchise to its first playoff appearance, 
he held a warm spot in the hearts of 
Northeast Ohioans. 

Born Nathaniel Thurmond on July 25, 
1941 in Akron, Ohio, the 6-foot-11 center starred at Akron's Central Hower 
High School before attending Bowling Green State University. As a Falcon, 
Thurmond averaged 17.8 points and 17.0 rebounds over three varsity 
seasons, earning All-American honors as a senior in 1963. 

Drafted by the San Francisco Warriors with the third overall pick in 
the 1963 NBA Draft, Thurmond learned behind Wilt Chamberlain for a 
full season before the Warriors traded Chamberlain midway through the 
following season, clearing room for Thurmond to flourish. A dominant 
defensive player whom Chamberlain and Kareem Abdul-Jabbar both 
credited as their toughest defender, Thurmond was named to the NBA All- 
Defensive First or Second-Team on five occasions (1969, ‘71-74) and was 
honored as an NBA All-Star seven times (1965-68, '70, '73-74). Thurmond 
is also acknowledged in NBA history as the first player to ever record a 
quadruple-double. 

Thurmond was traded to the Chicago Bulls after 11 seasons as a Warrior 
and two trips to the NBA Finals (1964 and 1967). Thurmond spent two 
seasons in Chicago before the Cavaliers acquired the center for Steve 
Patterson and Eric Fernsten. 
jome in Ohio again, Thurmond led the 1975-76 Cavaliers team that 
started 6-11 without him to a 43-22 finish and the playoffs, helping give 
birth to the season better known as “the Miracle of Richfield”. 

The following season would be Thurmond’s last as he retired at the end 
of the season. He was inducted in the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall 
of Fame in 1984 and named to the NBA 50th Anniversary All-Time Team 
in 1996. 

The Cavaliers retired his jersey on Dec. 18, 1977.

On May 11, 1970, the Cleveland 
Cavaliers drafted 11 players in the 
1970 Expansion Draft. Two never 
put on a Cavaliers uniform. Of the 
remaining nine, all but one played four 
seasons or less in Cleveland. 

The one, Bobby Smith, played 10 
seasons and over 700 games with the Cavaliers, helping to shape and 
mold the young expansion team into playoff contenders. 

Better known as “Bingo”, Smith spent his rookie season with the San 
Diego Rockets before being selected by the Cavaliers in the Expansion 
Draft. Smith and his patented ‘rainbow jumper’ became bright spots 
through Cleveland's early years as the team quickly improved. With each 
passing season, the versatile small forward remained a constant and 
consistent performer, even leading the 1974-75 Cavaliers that finished 
40-42 and one game out of the playoffs in scoring at 15.9 points per game. 

The following season, Cleveland made the playoffs for the first time and 
Smith added a bit of magic to the season that has become known as the 
“Miracle of Richfield”. With home-court advantage already lost and the 
Cavaliers trailing in their first round series against the favored Washington 
Bullets, 0-1, Smith and his rainbow jumpers helped Cleveland find a 
pot of gold. In Washington for Game 2, Smith scored a team-leading 17 
points and made the game-winning shot with just seconds remaining to 
secure the 80-79 victory. The win served as the first playoff victory for the 
franchise and propelled the Cavaliers past the Bullets and into the Eastern 
Conference Finals against Boston where they eventually fell in six games. 

Smith played four more seasons in Cleveland, helping guide the 
Cavaliers to the playoffs two more times before finishing his career with the 
San Diego Clippers for one season. 

“Bingo” ranks in the top 10 all-time in franchise history in six different 
categories: games played (4th), field goals made (3rd), field goals 
attempted (3rd), minutes played (5th) and points scored (6th). 

The Cavaliers retired his jersey on Dec. 4, 1979.

Going into their second season as 
a franchise, the Cleveland Cavaliers 
held the No. 1 overall pick in the 1971 
NBA Draft and aimed to get an impact 
player. With their pick, the Cavaliers 
selected Austin Carr, a high-scoring 
shooting guard and two-time All- 
American at Notre Dame. 

Carr proved not only to be the impact player the Cavaliers sought, but 
much more. 

As a rookie, Carr immediately became the top option on offense, 
averaging 21.2 points and becoming the first Cavalier named to the All- 
NBA Rookie Team. Known as “A.C.” by teammates and fans alike, the 
sweet-shooting fan favorite averaged 20 or more points the following two 
seasons, highlighted by Carr's selection as an All-Star in 1974. 

Just as Carr began to reach elite status in the NBA, misfortune struck. 
On Dec. 5, 1974, Carr suffered a knee injury that eventually cut short his 
season and forced him to undergo surgery. 

Carr persevered and returned strong, playing in all 82 games in three of 
the following four seasons. Even after the injury, Carr's impact as a scorer 
and leader remained present as he never averaged less than double-digits 
in his career and led the Cavaliers to the playoffs on three occasions 
during his nine-year tenure in Cleveland. 

After the 1979-80 season, Carr's final with the Cavaliers, he won the 
Walter Kennedy Citizenship Award for his substantial contributions to the 
Cleveland community. 

Carr is placed second in field goals made and attempted and ranks 
fourth in points scored among all players to don a Cavaliers uniform. He 
also ranks among the franchise leaders in free throws made (6th) and 
attempted (5th) and minutes played (6th). 

For his efforts on and off the floor, Carr was selected by 32 members of 
the media in Northeast Ohio to the Cavaliers’ All-Time Starting Five during 
the Cavaliers 30th Anniversary season of 1999-2000. 

He remains deeply involved in the organization serving as director of 
community and business development as well as the full-time analyst for 
the Cavaliers Television Network. 

The Cavaliers retired his jersey on Jan. 3, 1981.

Undoubtedly, the 1986 NBA Draft 
that landed the Cavaliers Brad 
Daugherty, Ron Harper and Mark Price 
brought a youthful injection of much- 
needed talent and skilled players to an 
evolving franchise. The acquisition of 
the three college stars instantly made 
the Cavaliers good. 

But perhaps it was the final acquisition of power forward Larry Nance 
that made the Cavaliers go from good to great and led to one of the most 
successful eras in team history. On Feb. 25, 1988, Cleveland sent Kevin 
Johnson, Mark West, Tyrone Corbin, a first-round draft choice in 1988 and 
two second-round picks to Phoenix in exchange for Nance, Mike Sanders 
and Detroit's first-round pick in 1988. 

Known as “Leapin’ Larry” for the dunking prowess that made him the 
first-ever Slam Dunk Champion in 1984 and his strong shot-blocking skills, 
Nance brought his high-flying, power game and six years of experience to 
a team in desperate need of a veteran. 

Nance filled the void remarkably, helping the Cavaliers make the playoffs 
by winning 11 of their final 13 games that season. 

The following season was one of the best in franchise history as the 
Cavaliers won a then franchise-best 57 games (which was later tied by the 
1991-92 team that Nance also starred on) and went 37-4 at home. Nance 
was named an NBA All-Star for the first of two times in 1989 and was 
joined on the squad by Daugherty, Price and Head Coach Lenny Wilkens. 

Spearheaded by the trio of Nance, Daugherty and Price, the Cavaliers 
made the playoffs in each season the group played together besides 1990- 
91, where Price was limited to just 16 games after tearing his ACL. 

A tenacious defender, Nance is one of only two players in franchise 
history to be named to the All-Defensive First Team (1988-89) and the 
only Cavalier to make the All-Defensive teams three times (1988-89, 91-92 
and 92-93). 

He ranks among the Cavaliers all-time leaders in blocked shots (3rd), 
field goals percentage (3rd), rebounds (8th), field goals made (9th) and 
attempted (9th), minutes played (9th) and free throws made (10th). 

Nance was named to the Cavaliers’ All-Time Starting Five by 32 
members of the Northeast Ohio media during the Cavaliers 30th 
Anniversary season. 

The Cavaliers retired his jersey on Jan. 30, 1995.

Those numbers represent the various 
statistics that Brad Daugherty led the 
Cavaliers franchise in at the time of his 
retirement and why he is one of the greatest players in franchise history. 

The number one overall draft pick of the 1986 NBA Draft, the 7-foot 
center was pivotal along with then-fellow rookies Ron Harper, John 
Williams and Mark Price in re-energizing and improving the franchise. The 
multi-skilled Daugherty was named to the All-Rookie Team and quickly 
joined elite status as an NBA center. 

Daugherty played in the first of five All-Star games in 1988 and then led 
the Cavaliers to the playoffs for the first time in three seasons that April. 
he following season Daugherty and the Cavaliers won a then franchise- 
record 57 games, including going 37-4 at home. 

After an injury-plagued 1989-90 season in which Daugherty missed the 
irst 41 games, he returned to All-Star status. He became the first and 
remains the only player in franchise history to average 20 or more points 
and 10 or more rebounds in the same season. He reached that feat in 
three consecutive seasons (1990-93), being named an All-Star in the 
process each of those years. 

In the 1992 NBA Playoffs, Daugherty cemented his place as one of the 
best in the league by leading the Cavaliers to the Eastern Conference 
Finals. He averaged 21.5 points on .528 field goal shooting, 10.2 
rebounds, 3.4 assists and 1.0 block in 40.4 minutes per game during the 
17-game run. In the first round against New Jersey, he scored a then 
Cavalier playoff-record 40 points on April 23. 

Cleveland made the playoffs in all but two of the seasons Daugherty 
played and he led the Cavaliers in scoring in all but three of his seasons. 
Just entering the prime of his career at 28, Daugherty suffered an ill- 
fated career-ending herniated lumbar disc in mid-February of the 1993-94 
season. 

Despite having his outstanding career cut short, the North Carolina 
native had already broken the afore-mentioned Cavalier records. He 
remains in the top 10 all-time in points (3rd), field goal percentage (2nd), 
minutes played (4th), field goals made (5th) and field goals attempted 
(5th), scoring average (6th), assists (7th) and blocked shots (tied-8th). 

As part of the Cavaliers 30th Anniversary in 1999-2000, Daugherty was 
unanimously named by 32 members of the Northeast Ohio media to the 
Cavaliers’ All-Time Starting Five. He was the only player to garner all 32 
votes. 

The Cavaliers retired his jersey on March 1, 1997.

They say lightning doesn't strike 
twice in the same place, but for the 
Cavaliers on draft day in 1986, it did. 

Prior to the draft on June 17, 
Cleveland acquired the top overall 
pick from Philadelphia in exchange 
for Roy Hinson and considerations. 
With the first pick in the 1986 NBA Draft, Cleveland selected center Brad 
Daugherty. 

At the top of the second round, the Dallas Mavericks selected Mark Price 
with the 25th overall pick. Quickly, the Cavaliers traded their second-round 
draft pick in 1989 and other considerations with Dallas in exchange for the 
tights to the 6-foot All-American from Georgia Tech. 

Unknowingly then, the Cavaliers acquired two of the greatest players in 
franchise history that day. Price and Daugherty helped the team turn the 
corner and join the NBA's elite while becoming the cornerstones of the 
Cavaliers’ franchise. 

While Daugherty started as a rookie, Price learned on the bench for a 
year before unseating John Bagley. Once a starter, Price never looked 
back. 

Widely regarded as one of the best shooters in NBA history, Price 
and his picture-perfect release guided the Cavaliers to one of their most 
successful runs in franchise history. With the exception of the 1990-91 
season in which he tore his ACL and played only 16 games, the Cavaliers 
made the playoffs and won at least 42 games every year Price was a 
starter. 

The sweet-shooting point guard was named an All-Star four times (1989, 
1992-94) and at the time of his retirement was the only Cavalier to be 
named to an All-NBA Team more than once (1988-89, 1991-94), including 
All-NBA First Team in 1992-93. 

Price led the NBA in free throw percentage twice (1991-92, ‘92-93) and 
won the NBA’s Long Distance Shootout in back-to-back years (1993-94). 

Not just a shooter, Price ranked in the top 10 in the league in assists in 
five of his nine seasons as a Cavalier. 

For his career, Price ranks first among all Cavaliers in free throw 
percentage and ranks second in assists and three-point field goals made. 
He also ranks among the top 10 all-time in franchise history in steals (2nd), 
three-point field goal percentage (3rd), points scored (5th), free throws 
made (5th), field goals made (6th), field goals attempted (6th), games 
played (9th), minutes played (7th) and free throws attempted (7th). 

Price was named to the Cavaliers’ All-Time Starting Five by 32 members 
of the Northeast Ohio media during the Cavaliers 30th Anniversary season. 
He was also the leading vote-getter on the Cavs All-Time Team, as voted 
on by the Cleveland fans. 

The Cavaliers retired his jersey on November 13, 1999.

Aside from his stellar statistics and 
All-Star appearances, the reason 
Clevelanders love Zydrunas Ilgauskas 
is because he shares the same 
qualities as the city he represented: 
toughness, endurance, resiliency. 

When he was tabbed with the 20th 
overall pick in the 1996 NBA Draft, Cavalier fans had barely heard of 
Iguaskas, who hailed from Kaunas, Lithuania — the birthplace of his idol, 


Blazers center Arvydas Sabonis.

After missing his first season, undergoing right foot surgery just a few 


months after being drafted, Big Z played in all 82 games during his “rookie” CEN TRAL Di VISION 


campaign — one in which he won MVP of the Schick Rookie Challenge at 
All-Star Weekend and gave Rik Smits and the heavily-favored Pacers all CHA MPIONS 
they could handle in the postseason. 

But between that season (1997-98) and the 2001-02 campaign, 
Ilgauskas was limited to just 29 total games, with another pair of foot 
surgeries in between. 

Those injuries and the ensuing rehab might've induced a lesser man to 
call it a career. But for Ilgauskas, this merely served as a rebirth. 

Big Z bounced back to play 62 games in 2001-02 and, the following 
season, returned to his rookie form — averaging 17.2 points and 7.6 
rebounds per game. He notched double-figures in every game but five and 
was named to his first All-Star Game, joining the East squad in Atlanta. 

Over the next seven years with the Cavaliers, Ilgauskas never played 
less than 64 games in a season - starting 81 games in back-to-back 
campaigns and, as the team began its ascent in the standings, Z continued 
to climb through the franchise's all-time record books. 

In 2004-05, Big Z had his best season as a pro and, along with 
teammate, LeBron James, returned to the All-Star Game. The 7-3 
Ilgauskas saw more action than in his first appearance, going 5-for-8 from 
the floor and 2-of-2 from the stripe for 12 points to go with seven boards 
and a pair of blocked shots for the East squad. 

In his six playoff appearances with the Wine and Gold, Z is tied for 
second in games played (71), tops the list in offensive rebounds (180) and 
sits in second place in minutes (2,017), defensive rebounds (343) and total 
joards (523). 

Before wrapping up his career in Cleveland following the 2009-10 
season, Ilgauskas (10,616) would go on to become one of just four 
Cavaliers to have topped the 10,000-point mark, joining Austin Carr 
10,265), Daugherty (10,389) and LeBron James (23,119). 

One day after breaking the 10,000-point plateau, Big Z swatted four 
shots against the New Jersey Nets to become the franchise's all-time 
leader in blocked shots, finishing with 1,269. 

Overall, Z - who ranks in the team’s top 10 in 12 major categories 
—is the Cavaliers’ all-time leader in offensive rebounds (2,336) and 
ranks second in total rebounds (5,904). But the all-time mark that best 
exemplifies Ilgauskas might be the one he set on December 2, 2009, when 
e passed his friend (and then-general manager) Danny Ferry — playing in 
is 724th game as a Cavalier. 

When his career in Cleveland came to an end, Ilgauskas had suited up 
ior 771 games as a Cavalier, more than any player in franchise history. 

Not bad for a player whose career almost ended after two seasons. 

The Cavaliers retired his jersey on March 8, 2014.

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Cavaliers Wall of Honor 


The Wall of Honor program, which debuted during the Cavaliers’ 50th season in 2019- 
20, was created to recognize deserving former members of the franchise and serve 
as a special, permanent way to honor those who have played such a distinguished, 
pivotal role in Cavs history. 


The Wall of Honor resides prominently 
in the North Atrium area of the 
FieldHouse. The large 12’x44’ wall 
features a mosaic of custom designed 
tiles that represent each honoree. Each 
new inductee will have two SILVER 
tiles: one engraved with their name, 
photo, years with the organization, 

and their jersey number or role with 
the team; the other with their name, 
list of major accomplishments and 
jersey number/role. Five individuals 
who played core roles in the early years of the Cleveland Cavaliers comprised 
the inaugural class of the Wall of Honor: Wayne Embry, Bill Fitch, the late John 
Johnson, Nick Mileti and the late John “Hot Rod” Williams. 


The Wall also include GOLD tiles for the eight legends who have previously had their 
jerseys retired by the Cavs: Austin Carr, Brad Daugherty, Zydrunas Ilgauskas, Larry 
Nance Sr., Mark Price, Bobby “Bingo” Smith, Nate Thurmond and Joe Tait (Cavaliers 
Hall of Fame radio broadcaster for 39 seasons]. 


The following are the guidelines for eligibility to be considered for the Cavaliers Wall of Honor: 
¢ Must have been a part of the Cavaliers organization for at least two seasons. 
e Must be retired from playing or working for the Cavaliers organization for at least five seasons. 


They must also exhibit two or more of the following traits as hallmarks of their tenure with the 
organization: 
e Strong personal character that elevated the organization and inspired those around them. 
e Significant community commitment focused on improving the quality of life in and around the 
City of Cleveland. 
e Standout individual game performance and a competitive impact that improved both the team 
and their teammates. 
¢ Be reflective of the “All For One. One For All.” commitment throughout the organization. 


Behind the Uniform and Logo 


Heading into their fourth season in familiar threads, the 
Wine and Gold have sealed their identity in the latest version 
of their eponymous colors. And this season, for those about 
to rock, the Cavs salute you. 

On select occasions during the 2020-21 campaign, the 
Cavaliers, in a partnership with the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame, 
will pay tribute to the city’s rock and roll heritage — donning 
a black City Edition uniform with that’s equal parts sharp 
and gritty. 

Designed in collaboration with Nike, an irregular type spells 
out “CLEVELAND” across the jersey's chest — with thin wine 
and gold trim accenting the uniform, adding a textured pop of 
color. Above the jersey jock tag reads “LONG LIVE ROCK” 
in bright red type, a nod to the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame’s 
anthem and the iconic sign that guards the entrance of the 
museum in Cleveland. 

The waistband of the black shorts features a silhouette of 
the Cleveland skyline within a white guitar pick. On the left 
shorts panel, there's a large weathered “C.” On the right, 
a collective of Cleveland badges inspired by tour pins and 
jacket patches. 

The uniform — specifically Larry Nance Jr.’s No. 22 — was 
also part of a “Cleveland Amplified” exhibit at the Rock Hall, 
appearing along with a pair of Chuck D’s Air Jordan, a poster 
of Jeff Ament of Pearl Jam dunking alongside Shawn Kemp 
and the 1975 recording of “Come On Cavs (Got to Make It 
Happen)” — the team’s funky fight song. 

On the team’s standard game kits, once again the right 
chest of the uniform will feature the iconic Nike swoosh. And 
once again the left chest will be adorned by an equally-iconic 
logo — the Goodyear Wingfoot, part of the Cavs ongoing 
partnership with Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 

The home and road wordmarks across the chest are sharply 
detailed and the font is angular with aggressive angles. 

On the White Association Edition Uniform, CAVS is written 
across the chest in wine with a gold outline, with “CLE” front 
and center on the waistband. With the Wine Icon Edition, 
CLEVELAND is emblazoned across the chest with a navy 
outline and the waistband of the shorts reads “CAVS.” 

One of the franchise’s mantras is to “Defend The Land” - 
and this philosophy extends right to the squad’s regalia, as 
the uniform actually forms a shield, beginning with the gold 
outline at the “V” of the collar, running down along the side 
and back shoulders of the jersey and onto the front of the of 
the shorts. 

Of course, the franchise’s DNA statement — “All for One. 
One for All.” — has its place on the uniform. Actually, it has 
two places: under the flap on the bottom of the shorts and 
just above the Nike jock tag so a player can see it every time 
he tucks in his jersey before battle. 

And once again, the league will also allow teams to choose 
which color they'll wear at home. In the past, aside from 
unique occasions, the Cavaliers donned their white duds 
at home. 

The Cavaliers have undergone plenty of uniform 
transformations over the years — from subtle renovations to 
complete reincarnations. 

Over the years, the club’s colors - “wine and gold” — have 
become almost analogous to the team’s actual name. The 
Cavaliers are the “Wine and Gold” in the same way that Ohio 
State is the “Scarlet and Grey,” the University of Michigan is 
the “Maize and Blue” or the Oakland Raiders are the “Silver 
and Black.” 

But in the 50 years of Cavaliers history, the franchise has 
experimented with burnt orange, royal blue, bright orange, 


black, purple and pastel blue. And throughout the club’s 
history, there have been three notable uniform changes — not 
all good. 

The first uniforms featured the feathered underscore of 
“Cavaliers” on both home and road jerseys. Those years also 
featured the birth of the Cavs iconic logo — a silhouetted figure 
of a jousting Cavalier, encircled by the words “Cleveland 
Cavaliers.” The symbol is every bit as recognizable as the 
infamous “Chief Wahoo” and, thankfully, has survived through 
four decades of change. 

Cleveland's second uniform style - made famous by the 
“Miracle of Richfield” team — featured gold home duds and 
“Marquette”-style horizontal white, wine and gold stacked 
piping along the sides. Those uniforms — and that era — were 
celebrated again by both the 2004-05 and 2015-16 teams. 

In 1981, as the final remnants of the Miracle squad faded 
into the sunset, the Mike Mitchell-era team went with a 
metallic gold with a pair of horizontal stripes with the word 
“Cleveland” written above it in block letters. 

But in 1983 - with the purchase of the team by Gordon 
Gund and the organization on the verge of big changes — the 
Cavaliers made a radical departure from its original colors 
and identity. This came in the form of the burnt orange and 
royal blue uni’s with the word “CAVS” written across the chest. 
The “V” was designed like a hoop with a ball entering it, which 
also served as Cleveland's new logo. 

The Cavaliers retained the colors — and slight variations on 
the look — throughout their final, and highly successful, years 
at the Richfield Coliseum. The burnt orange as the primary 
road color was replaced by the royal blue road uniforms 
in 1987 and the “CAVS” logo was replaced with the block 
“Cleveland” before the 1989 season. 

This attire will forever be linked to the Lenny Wilkens era 
of excellence that featured the likes of Mark Price, Brad 
Daugherty, Larry Nance and Hot Rod Williams. 

When the Cavaliers began play at Quicken Loans Arena 
in the 1994-95 season, there was once again a sea change 
from the previous look. 

From the wine and gold of the 70s to the burnt orange and 
royal blue of the 80s, the Cavaliers went with pastel blue and 
black. Home uniforms were white, road black, with a jagged 
blue splash across the torso and double-lined lettering that 
said “CAVS” at home and “Cleveland” on the road, both 
outlined in orange. 

These are the threads Cleveland will wear for eight games 
this upcoming season. 

The Cavaliers modified this look in 1997, sticking with 
the color scheme, but losing the incongruous torso splash. 
Instead, the uniforms featured a more streamlined blue and 
orange piping along the right side of the shirts and shorts. The 
futuristic lined letters remained. 

But in October of 2002, Gund decided to bring Cavaliers 
fans back to the future. The new colors were announced on 
October 9, 2003 — the “new expression of wine and gold” - a 
crimson-hued wine color and a metallic, almost copper, gold. 
Dark blue, the secondary color, was a tribute to the Cavalier 
teams of the 1990s. 

Since then, the Cavaliers have returned to the Wine and 
Gold — with navy blue and black as their secondary colors. 

And regardless of what uniform they wear on that given 
night, they'll have one feature that will always remain 
- and one that many NBA teams covet: a gold square 
patch containing the Larry O'Brien trophy, representing the 
Cavaliers NBA Championship in 2016 and a standard feature 
on uniforms of all teams who have done so. 
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Naming The Cavaliers 


Can you imagine Larry Nance Jr. throwing down a dunk for 
the “Cleveland Towers”? How about watching Collin Sexton 
driving through the lane for the “Cleveland Jays” or listening 
to the sage advice of longtime play-by-play man, Austin Carr 
— better known as “Mr. Forester”? 

Doesn't quite work, does it? 

One-half century ago, as part of a contest sponsored by 
the Plain Dealer, these were three of the five finalists in the 
search for Cleveland's first professional basketball team’s 
new name. 

But none of those three nicknames, nor the fourth — 
(“Presidents”) — had the combination of class and courage of 
the handle that eventually became the name of Nick Mileti’s 
new basketball franchise — the Cleveland Cavaliers. 

Back in May of 1970, that masculine moniker was provided 
by a then-29-year-old district manager named Jerry Tomko, 
who wrote an essay which, in part, read: “The name 
Cleveland Cavaliers represents a group of daring fearless 
men, whose life’s pact was never surrender, no matter what 
the odds.” 

(Little did he know that his words would also soon be lyrics 
in the Wine and Gold's now-iconic fight song from the same 
era —"Come On, Cavs.” The tune, penned by local radio 
personality Larry Morrow famously exclaims: “We'll never 
surrender/No matter what the odds.”) 

After his retirement and relocation to San Diego, Tomko - 
the father of former major league pitcher, Brett Tomko — kept 
the winning essay from the PD in a safe box at his home. 

“Actually | wrote it in about 20 minutes,” laughed Tomko. “I 
went to pick my wife (Donna) up and | heard about the contest 
on the radio. There was a napkin and a pen sitting in the car 
and | wrote it. Then, when | picked my wife up, | asked her 
to proofread it.” 


Tomko said he felt like “Cavaliers” had a chance when he 
heard the other four finalists. 

“They picked five names and they had a vote on it. When 
the five names appeared — the other four didn’t sound that 
good. The odds seemed to be getting better, but it wasn’t a 
sure thing.” 

Nearly 6,000 fans voted on the team’s new name, and over 
a third preferred the alliterative “Cleveland Cavaliers” —- who 
would soon be tipping off their inaugural campaign at the 
Cleveland Arena. 

After being selected as the winner, Tomko received a pair 
of season tickets for the Cavs maiden voyage in 1970, but 
not the autographed basketball he was promised by Mileti 
at the time. 

But the current Cavaliers kept the organization's original 
word — sending Tomko an autographed basketball in 2010, 
along with a commemorative plaque. 

Now, five decades later, the Cleveland Cavaliers are one 
of the most respected and recognized franchises in sports. 

Over those years, they've represented the gallant, 
swashbuckling image envisioned by Tomko quite well. And 
although the Eastlake native moved to a place 2,400 miles 
and two time zones away — (not to mention living in Laker 
Country) — he remained a fan of the club whose name he 
coined. 

“Im not one of those jump-off-the-bandwagon, who's-in- 
first-place type of guys,” said Tomko. 

The Wine and Gold have gone on to great things — including 
taking the 2016 NBA title in epic fashion. 

And now, after 50 years of existence, the franchise has 
changed uniforms, buildings, owners, players and coaches, 
two things haven't changed from the day Jerry Tomko wrote 
an essay on a napkin: They're still the Cleveland Cavaliers 
and they still don’t surrender, no matter what the odds.

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Fred McLeod TV Studio & Media Workroom 

The Cavaliers organization named the combined television studio and media workroom 
space at Rocket Mortgage FieldHouse the “Fred McLeod TV Studio & Media Workroom” on 
September 18, 2019 in honor of the team’s beloved 14-year play-by-play television announcer, 
who passed away unexpectedly on September 9, 2019. Given the indelible impact and legacy 
of Fred McLeod, and how he touched so many across the media and fan community, as well as 
the team he loved, the Fred McLeod TV Studio & Media Workroom serves as a lasting tribute to 
someone that was universally admired, respected and appreciated as a fellow media member 
and willing mentor to a countless number across the industry. 

Before and after every Cavaliers home game, home and visiting team media members 
gather in the television studio and media workroom space on the event level of Rocket 
Mortgage FieldHouse to hear from, and interview, the Cavaliers head coach. The space is also 
used for many other media events and reporting elements throughout the year by attending 
media covering games and events for newspapers, magazines, television, radio, websites and 
other digital platforms, as they write and file their respective stories and coverage inside the 
walls of this important area. 

A Strongsville, Ohio native, Fred served as the television voice of the Cavs since joining 
the team and FOX Sports Ohio in 2006. His NBA broadcasting career spanned 36 seasons, 
having spent 22 seasons with the Detroit Pistons, in addition to 14 overall with the Cavs (1979- 
80; 2006-19). The multi-regional Emmy Award winner called more than 1,000 games during 
his time with the Wine and Gold. His diverse and extensive sports broadcasting career also 
included time in the NFL (Detroit Lions) and MLB (Cleveland Indians and Detroit Tigers), as 
well as local television sports reporting and anchoring in multiple cities, including Cleveland 
and Detroit. 

Fred was one of the most accomplished and respected announcers in the NBA and all 
of sports and was known for his love, passion and enthusiasm for his hometown Cavs and 
Cleveland. He was friendly and welcoming to all his fellow media colleagues, regardless 
of experience or outlet they represented, including up-and-comers who sought advice from 
him and appreciated his willingness to spend time supporting them. Fred made a lasting 
impression, So it is fitting that he will have this permanent space dedicated to his memory.

Television Play-By-Play Broadcaster 


John Michael enters his second season as the television play-by-play broadcaster for 
FOX Sports Ohio after spending the previous eight seasons as the team’s radio play-by- 
play broadcaster. Michael also hosts Cavs HQ, the Cavaliers flagship television show, is 
regular contributor to Cavaliers Live pre- and postgame shows on FOX Sports Ohio and 
provides fans behind-the-scenes access via social media. 

In 2015, Michael represented the Cavaliers’ organization by moderating the esteemed 
Cuyahoga Community College Presidential Luncheon alongside Magic Johnson. In addition, Michael made 
numerous SportsCenter appearances and had regular spots on other television networks including NBATV during 
the Cavs’ playoff runs from 2015-18. 

Michael has well over a decade of pro sports play-by-play experience. He previously worked with the NHL's 
Columbus Blue Jackets on FOX Sports Ohio as the television game host, in-game reporter, and contributor to the 
pregame and postgame shows. Prior to joining the Jackets, Michael was the inaugural “Voice of the Lake Erie 
Monsters” here in Cleveland. Earlier in his career, Michael gained valuable play-by-play experience with the MSA 
Sports Network in Pennsylvania, hosting sports talk shows and broadcasting a variety of sports, including baseball, 
football, hockey, basketball, and soccer. 

Previously, Michael spent two seasons as the radio voice of the AHL’s Springfield Falcons and two seasons with 
the ECHL's Johnstown Chiefs. Following his final campaign with the Chiefs, the Aliquippa, Pennsylvania native was 
named the 2004-05 ECHL Broadcaster of the Year. The honor capped a tremendous campaign for Michael in which 
he had been chosen to broadcast the 2005 ECHL All-Star Game for NHL Radio. 

Michael has also served as a radio broadcaster for baseball's Hagerstown Suns, a then-minor league affiliate 
of the San Francisco Giants, in 2003. Additionally, he has taught as an Adjunct Professor of Broadcasting at 
Springfield College in Massachusetts, where the game of basketball was invented. 

In summer 2019, Michael was honored by being inducted into Western Pennsylvania's Beaver County Sports 
Hall of Fame. Michael's fellow inductees include the NBA's Pete Maravich and Brad Davis, along with Cleveland 
Indians’ skipper Terry Francona and his father, Tito. 

Prior to embarking on his broadcasting career, Michael earned a law degree, an MBA degree, and a mechanical 
engineering degree from the University of Notre Dame, all with cum laude honors, in an eight-year span. Following 
graduation from law school in 1998, he joined the prestigious Pittsburgh law firm of Kirkpatrick & Lockhart (now 
K&L Gates). There, he practiced law full time as a trial attorney specializing in construction law for over four years 
before embarking upon his broadcasting career. 
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Austin Carr 
TV Color Analyst/Pregame Host 
Director of Community and Business Development 


“Mr. Cavalier” Austin Carr begins his 23rd season as a TV color analyst for the 
Cleveland Cavaliers on FOX Sports Ohio. Carr joins play-by-play broadcaster John 
{ = Michael to provide insight and analysis during all Cavs games from Rocket Mortgage 
FieldHouse and every other arena around the NBA. 

After a standout career with the Cleveland Cavaliers from 1971-80, Carr rejoined the 
team in the front office in June 1991 as the Director of Community and Business Development. He is responsible 
for generating new business from Northeast Ohio corporations with a particular focus on smaller companies and 
minority organizations. Beginning in 1997, Carr became the full-time color analyst for the team’s telecasts on WUAB 
and the Cavaliers Television Network. 

Carr played the first nine of 10 seasons in the NBA with Cleveland before stints with Washington and Dallas. He 
ranks second among the Cavaliers’ all-time leaders in field goals made (4,272) and field goals attempted (9,480). 
Carr is fourth on the Cavaliers’ all-time list in scoring (10,265), sixth in games played (635) and sixth in minutes 
played (19,003). 

Carr was the first player chosen in the 1971 NBA Draft following a brilliant college career at Notre Dame, where 
he averaged a school-record 34.6 points per game and was a two-time All-American. The 1971 National Player of 
the Year currently holds the record for most points in an NCAA tournament game (61), NCAA tournament points per 
game average (41.3) and was elected to the National Collegiate Basketball Hall of Fame class of 2007. After being 
inducted into the Irish’s Ring of Honor, the lower concourse of the Notre Dame's Purcell Pavilion was renamed the 
Austin Carr Concourse in 2011. 

Carr was named to the NBA All-Rookie Team in 1972 and later represented Cleveland in the 1974 NBA All-Star 
Game. He was further honored when his number (34) was retired by the Cavaliers on January 3, 1981. In addition, 
Carr was selected to the Cavaliers’ All-Time Starting Five as voted on by 32 members of the media in Northeast 
Ohio and the Cavaliers’ All-Time Team as selected by the fans. The All-Time Starting Five and All-Time Team were 
selected in conjunction with the Cavaliers 30th Anniversary season of 1999-2000. 

Always active in community affairs, Carr won the Walter Kennedy Citizenship Award after the 1979-80 season, 
an award which recognizes an NBA player or coach who makes substantial contributions to his community. He 
continues his charitable activities with the Alzheimer’s Association of Cleveland, the March of Dimes and the 
Center for Prevention of Domestic Violence. He is a board member of Y.0.U. (Youth Opportunity Unlimited) and 
hosts a golf tournament to assist fundraising efforts for the organization, in addition to making numerous speaking 
engagements to youth groups. Carr is also a regular contributor to Cavs HQ, making numerous public appearances 
where he talks with Cavs fans all over the community. 

Carr recently celebrated 35 years of service as a member of the Cavaliers. A single-digit handicap golfer, Carr 
is the proud parent of Jason and Ashley, and grandfather to Austin and Aubre Rodriguez. 
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Angel Gray 
FOX Sports Ohio Sideline Reporter 


Angel Gray begins her third season as the sideline reporter for FOX Sports Ohio's 
Cavaliers telecasts. Gray has over 10 years of experience as a sports analyst and 
sideline reporter, and has also served as the play-by-play announcer for the WNBA’s 
Los Angeles Sparks on Spectrum SportsNet. 

Gray has additional broadcasting experience in college basketball, the WNBA 
and NCAA football, and has covered the NCAA women’s basketball tournament, 
he WNBA Finals and the WNBA All-Star Game for NBATV. Gray's career in broadcasting started with her 
internship with Fox Sports Florida/Sun Sports in Orlando as a Production Assistant as part of the ACC Post-

Prior to her career with the Seminoles, Gray 
attended Stone Mountain High School, where she still holds the scoring record.

Along with his hosting work on Cavalier telecasts, Phelps has performed a variety 
of other duties with FOX Sports Ohio, including sideline reporting on Cavalier telecasts, play-by-play of Mid- 
American Conference football and basketball games, play-by-play of Thursday Night High School Football, hosting 
Cleveland Indians pregame and postgame shows and hosting Ohio State football and Mid-American Conference 
programming. Phelps was also the producer and host of the classic car television show “Cruise-In” for three 
seasons on FOX Sports Ohio. 

Prior to joining FOX Sports Ohio in 2003, Phelps spent 15 years with WUAB-TV and WOIO-TV in Cleveland as 
a sports anchor-reporter. He began his career in sports broadcasting at WAKR-TV/Radio in Akron before moving 
on to KJAC-TV in Beaumont, Texas, where he served as a sports anchor-reporter for five years.

Campy Russell begins his 14th season providing analysis on the FOX Sports Ohio 
pregame and postgame show, “Cavaliers Live,” after spending three seasons as the 
team’s broadcast analyst on the WUAB TV 43 Cavaliers pregame and postgame show. 
He is also the Cavaliers’ Director of Alumni Relations, helping connect former Cavs 
players with the organization and fans. Because of his efforts, alumni are active in the 
community and at Cavaliers home games, where they visit with fans, make special presentations and are involved 
in charitable fundraising. 

Russell played 10 years in the NBA, including seven with the Cavs (1974-75 to 1979-80 and 1984-85), where he 
was an NBA All-Star in 1979. He played three seasons with the New York Knicks from 1980-83 and led the league 
in three-point field goal percentage (.439) in 1981-82. Russell was named to the Cavaliers’ All-Time Team and 
remains in the Cavs’ all-time Top 10 in six categories. He entered the 1974 NBA Draft as junior under the hardship 
clause and was the eighth pick of the first round. 

In 2002, Russell rejoined the Cavaliers as the team’s outer market events specialist, a position involving 
sales, community relations and youth basketball programs. In 2004, he championed the Cavaliers’ annual Black 
Heritage Celebration, one of the most comprehensive cultural celebrations in the NBA. He was inducted into the 
Ohio Basketball Hall of Fame in 2014. He also received the Lifetine Achievement Award by Black Professionals 
Association Charitable Foundation (BPACF) in 2019. 

Russell is an alumnus of the University of Michigan, graduating with a bachelor’s degree in sports management 
and communications in 2000, and is a member of the university's Hall of Honor. He is the father of four daughters, 
Allex, Mandisa, Oyin, Saki and one son, Michael Il, and is the proud grandfather of 12 grandchildren. 


Tim Alcorn 
Radio Play-By-Play Broadcaster 


Tim Alcorn begins his second season as the Cavaliers radio play-by-play broadcaster 
on the Cavaliers Radio Network after originally being hired in September 2019. He 
conducts the Cavaliers broadcasts alongside Jim Chones, who is returning as the color 
analyst for his 11th season in the Cavaliers radio booth.

Alcorn has been honored with several Hall of Fame inductions over his career, including the Lorain County 
Football Coaches Hall of Fame, the Lorain County Boys and Girls Basketball Coaches Association Hall of Fame, 
the Elyria Area Umpires Hall of Fame and the Ohio High School Basketball Coaches Hall of Honor. He has also 
been a recipient of the Lorain County Athletic Administrators Citizenship Award and the OHSAA Northeast District 
Sportsmanship, Ethics and Integrity Award, and is a three-time winner of the Ohio Associated Press “Best Sports 
Broadcaster” award. He serves on both the Midview and Elyria Sports Hall of Fame committees and is an inductee 
of the “Make a Difference” Hall of Honor at his alma mater, Midview High School. 

Alcorn and his wife, Diane, are the proud parents of four children —- daughters Kara and Alyssa, and sons Shawn 
and Ryan.

Jim Chones returns for his 11th season as the color analyst on the Cavaliers Radio 
Network, providing in-game commentary for all Cavs games as well as postgame 
analysis following all home games. Jim also appears every Wednesday morning at 8:25 
» a.m. on WTAM 1100 with Bill Wills and Mike Snyder for the Daily Cavs Update, and is 
very active in the community as part of the of the Cavaliers Legends program. 
Chones played with the Cavaliers for five seasons, including the “Miracle of 
Richfield” season in 1975-76 when he averaged a career-high 15.8 points per game while contributing 9.0 rebounds 
per contest. The former center is seventh on the list of all-time Cavaliers rebounders with 3,790 boards and is eighth 
with 2,750 defensive rebounds. In April 1991, Chones was chosen by Cavs fans as the center for the “Classic Cavs 
Team” covering the first 20 years of the Cleveland Cavaliers’ history. 

Before joining the Cavaliers for the 1974-75 season, Chones played for two years in the American Basketball 
Association for the New York Nets and the Carolina Cougars. He earned an NBA Championship ring with the Los 
Angeles Lakers in 1980 and after two years with the Lakers, he completed his NBA career with the Washington 
Bullets. 

Chones played three seasons with the Marquette Warriors before turning pro. He was a starter on the United 
States squad in the 1972 Pan American Games. 

Following his playing career, Chones spent 10 seasons as the color analyst for Cavaliers games on 
SportsChannel Ohio and the Cavs Television Network. He also served as a color analyst for college games on 
ESPN and for the NBA’s Milwaukee Bucks on Fox Sports Wisconsin. 

Jim and his wife, Elores, who reside in Beachwood, are the parents of daughters Kareeda and Kaayla, and of 
triplet sons Kameron, Kyle and Kendall. His family is the only family in NCAA Division | history to have six family 
members play Division | sports. 


Mike Snyder 
Radio Network Studio Host 


Mike Snyder returns as the Cavaliers Radio Network Studio Host for the 2020-21 
season, his 29th straight year in the position. Snyder begins each Cavaliers Radio 
Network broadcast with the 30-minute “Huntington Tip-Off Show,” a comprehensive look 
at what's happening around the NBA, featuring interviews, game reports, injury updates 
and a preview of the Cavaliers game with Head Coach J.B. Bickerstaff and radio play- 
by-play announcer Tim Alcorn. 

Following every game, Snyder also hosts the “Tito’s Nightcap Recap” postgame call-in show with Jim Chones 
and/or Brad Sellers. The call-in show features Head Coach J.B. Bickerstaff's postgame press conference, players’ 
comments from both locker rooms, as well as comments from fans all across the Cavaliers radio network. The show 
call-in numbers are (216) 420-2700 and 1-800-474-8255. Snyder also serves as an occasional co-host of “Cavs 
HQ,” which airs on both Fox Sports Ohio and the Cavs Radio Network, 

Snyder is currently the Sports Director at WTAM 1100, where he is co-host of the Wills & Snyder show on 
mornings 5 a.m. to 9 a.m. He has also hosted pregame and postgame shows for the Cleveland Browns radio 
network. 

Throughout his career, Snyder has done play-by-play announcing for Browns preseason games, the University 
of Akron, Kent State, Cleveland State basketball, Cleveland Force soccer and Canton-Akron Indians baseball.

Brad Sellers begins his 11th season as the Cavs Radio Network studio analyst. 
Following all road games, he teams with host Mike Snyder on the Cavaliers Postgame 
Call-In Show to recap the game, offer commentary and answer questions from the fans. 

Sellers played six seasons in the NBA after being drafted by the Chicago Bulls as the 
ninth overall pick in the 1986 NBA Draft. He appeared in 398 NBA games and finished 
his career with averages of 6.3 points and 2.7 rebounds per game. After finishing his 
NBA career, Sellers played professionally in Spain and France before retiring in 2000. He is an alumni of The Ohio 
State University, where he played basketball for two seasons after transferring from the University of Wisconsin, 
where he also played for two years. 

A local high school product, Sellers is one of the most decorated athletes to play in the Greater Cleveland Area. 
He led Warrensville Heights to an 88-14 record during his high school career. 

Sellers is currently the mayor of the City of Warrensville Heights. He is the seventh mayor of the city and the first 
native resident of Warrensville Heights to be elected to the office. He was sworn in as mayor on January 1, 2012. 


Rafael Hernandez Brito 
Bilingual Radio Announcer, Cleveland Cavaliers 


Veteran broadcaster Rafael Hernandez-Brito, known as Rafa “El Alcalde” (“The 
Mayor’), returns for his seventh season of bringing his high-energy play-by-play style to 
each of his Cleveland Cavaliers broadcasts. Prior to joining the Cavs, Hernandez-Brito 
was the Spanish voice of Brooklyn Nets games for the franchise's first two seasons. He 
also was the voice of the New Jersey Nets from 1997 to 2001, and called the action for 
St. John’s University men’s basketball during that same period. In 2018, Rafa became 
the first Spanish voice of the Cleveland Browns. 

Nationally, his broadcasting experience includes eight years as the voice of NFL football for Spanish broadcasts 
of Thursday Night Football, Sunday Night Football, Monday Night Football, the playoffs and Superbowl on Univision 
from 2005 to 2013. Hernandez-Brito, who has worked 11 Super Bowls, was also the Spanish play-by-play voice of 
the Miami Dolphins and has handled the play-by-play for Major League Baseball, boxing and UFC. Rafa additionally 
covered the Soccer World Cups from 1998 to 2014. With the 2015 NBA Finals, he became the first broadcaster in 
the United States to call the Finals of all 3 major sports in Spanish. Rafa has been the Public Address Announcer 
and voice of legendary Azteca Stadium in Mexico City for NFL Mexico games since 2016. In March of 2017, he 
became the first broadcaster to call the NCAA Men’s Basketball Final Four in Spanish for Westwood One. 

Rafa finished high school at Locust Valley, N.Y. He went on to earn a degree in mechanical engineering at 
Boston University, followed by a successful run working for Coors Brewing Co., where his buoyant personality made 
him a natural in sales and marketing. Nonetheless, he chose to follow his passion for sports and broadcasting. 

Hernandez-Brito served as sports director at Univision Radio from 2005 to 2013, where he was also the host/ 
ringleader of “Locura Deportiva”, Univision Radio's most successful sports program, presiding over candid, colorful, 
often comical discussions on the topics of the day as “El Alcalde” (“The Mayor”). He was also the creator and 
longtime host of “El Garaje de AutoZone,” a Saturday morning automotive show perhaps best described as a 
Spanish-language version of the immensely popular NPR program “Car Talk.” 

Rafa's path to the booth is an American dream. Today, he has a daily syndicated radio sports show airing in the 
US and Latin America, is the cohost of the Emmy-award winning show “Cavs HQ” on Fox Sports Ohio and also 
served as the executive producer of the popular podcast “Road Trippin’ with RJ and Channing.”
